The Environmental Protection Agency (EPA) has been processing your request
for termination of interim status. We apologize for any inconvenience resulting
from our necessary delay in responding to your request. In order to accommodate
your need for an expeditious termination of interim status and yet fully protect
the rights and responsibilities of your facility, the public, and the state
and federal governments, Region VII has deve1oped the following approach to
termination.

Acknowledgement and Yaiver

For those facilities wishing to withdraw from the RCRA system without
final disposition of the permit application, the provisions of 40 Code of
Federal Regulations (CFR) 270,10(e)(5) must be met. That regulation states
that failure to furnish a requested Part B application on time or to furnish
in full the information required by the Part B application is grounds for
termination of interim status. Your request for withdrawal from the RCRA
system 1s being considered as an acknowledgement that if a Part B application
were requested from your facility, you would choose not to furnish it to the
Environmental Protection Agency (EPA). In 1ight of that circumstance, termin-
ation of interim status is appropriate.

Enclosed please find an acknowledgement and waiver for signature on
behalf of your facility. In addition to addressing the issue raised above
concerning failure to submit a Part B permit application, the acknowledgement
confirms the status of the facility relative to handling hazardous waste and
to closure.

The above referenced facility has submitted a closure plan as required
by the regulations found at 40 CFR 265,112(c). In order for us to proceed,
it is necessary for you to waive your right to the 15-day period following
interim status termination in which you may submit a closure plan.
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Solid Waste Management Units

Due to the November 8, 1984, Resource Conservation and Recovery Act (RCRA)
amendments, it 1s necessary for us to ask for additional information prior to
granting the final termination-of interim status. Our questions are in regard
to release of hazardous waste or hazardous waste constituents from any solid
waste management unit, regardless of when the waste was placed in the unit, or
whether the unit is closed,

Please advise us whether there may have been hazardous waste constituents
released from each unit, by answering the questions on the attached information
sheet. On each unit, you may provide your answer by circling appropriate items
and writing in additional information where appropriate, or by preparing a
separate letter of explanation. In either case, a company officer with
personal knowledge of the answers should sign the response.

Your response should be submitted within 30 days of receipt of this letter
and should be directed to:

A Notice of Intent to Terminate Interim Status will be published, s
commencing the 45-day public comment period, as provided by 40 CFR Parts 124
and 265,
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We advise the facility to maintain the applicable interim status standards
and responsibilities until termination and closure requirements are completed
and released by the EPA,
